| MARRIED WOMAN. TRADER. 


(SEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) — 

Reserved judgment was delivered in a cause 
against adjudication in relation to a married 
woman who had been carrying on business 
apart frum her husband. end had sought pro- 
tection under a petition of az ement,. It 
appeared that’ the woman had closed down 
and took steps to sell the business. with; the 
view of paying off her debts, but the sale 
proved abortive. ‘I'he principal question in 
the case was whether the woman was .a 
trader or a person ‘carrying on a trade within 
the meaning of the Act, so as to justify 
adjudication, having regard to the provisions 
of the Married Woman's Property Act, 1669. 

It had: been submitted on behalf ef the 
woman that no nesessary proof ‘whatever of 
actnal trading in the circumstances had been 
adduced, while on the other side it was 
contended that so long as the debt incurred 
remained unpaid the trading must. be re- 
garded as continuing, and that ‘‘being a 
trader’’ or ‘‘carrying on a trade ' was a 
yagi of fact which could be inferred from 
the evidence. 

Mr. Justice Johnston ‘said that there was 
ample evidence that the debts in respect of 
which .adjudication was sought were trade 
debts for goods incurred by the debtor while 
shé. was undoubtedly carrying on trade 
separately from her husband. It would cer- 
tainly have very startling consequences in 
business if a married woman” carrying on 
business apart from’ her husband could dis. 
pose of goods, and within a month, or a day, 
or an hour say toa wholesaler in response to 
his. demand for payment: “ Oh, after I got 
your goods and sold tliem I went out: of 
trade. and am not: subject to the bankruptcy 
laws.” The question whether a married 
woman was carrying on trade at a particular 
time was a matter of fact. The legislators, 
while giving important legal rights to married 
women, afforded equally important rights to 
her creditors.: and it would be a curious 
result, if the Married Woman’s Property Act 
by some subtle process defeated those rights.

the hearing was resumed of the appeal by 
the defendant in the case of: Mrs. Florence 
O. Pile, of the Belgrave Hotel, Belgrave 
square, Rathmines, against Miss Delia Keut, 
of 27 Earlsfort terrace, Dublin, from an 
order of Mr. Justice Hanna, datc] 10th of 
June last, in favour of the plaintiff in the 
action, which was brought to re¢over posses- 
sion of the premises, 27 Earlsfort terrace, 
held by the defendant froin the plaintiff 
under an agreement for a terin of three years 
from the Ist of December, 19°' at the yearly 
rent of £100. 

It was alleged by the plaintiff that -the 
tenancy was terminated by a notice to quit, 
cated 22nd of May, 1928, expiring on the 
Ist of December, 1928, and she claimed ‘pos- 
session of the house and premises stil! 


‘retained by the defendant. 


In support of the appeal it was alleged 
that Mr. Justice Hanna misdirected himself 
in law in holding that the notice to quit 
served by the plaintiff was valid, whereas it 
was invalid, and that the notice gave the 
defendant an opttion to remain in possession 
as tenant, subject to an increased rent, the 
option having been exercised by the defend- 
ant remaining in possession. It wag also 
contended that the demiand for rent, dated 
Sth March last, and the acceptance of the 
defendant’s cheque was a waivc, of the notice 
to quit, and created a new tenancy. 

The plaintiff, it appeared, had increased 
the rent to £250 a year, 
and a «heque from the defendant in pay- 
ment on demand of.@ sum due under the 
old rent was subsequently ‘accepted by the 
plaintiff. | 

in his judgment Mr. Justice Hanna pointed 
out that in this action for ejectmept the 
defendant relied upon three propositions— 
that the notice. to quit was invalid, because, 
by reason of its ambiguity or equivocal 
nature, it did not convey clearly to the tenant 
that possession was required; that, if it was 
not invalid, the clause at the end allowed 
the tenant to retain possession at a rent of 
£250 per annum—that was to say,-it was 
an off@ of a new tenancy, and thereunder 
the defendant was not a-trespasser, so that 
judgment. could: be giyen against. her, and 
that,.if the first two points were decided 
against the defendant, it was argued that, on 
the evidcnce, the demand for rent and pay- 
ment amounted to a waiver of the notice to 
quit and the contiuancy of the old tenancy, 
or the creation of an implied new tenancy 
on the old terms. He’ found as a fact on 
the evidence that the defer.dant’s conduct 
In retaining ‘possession was not to 
be explained as umplying an acceptance 
of a new tenancy, but was the result of her 
belief that she had a good defence owing to 
the notice to quit being void. There was no 
evidence on behalf of the landlady, he added, 
that she ever imagined that there was a 
hability for £250. 

Mr. Michael Comyn, K.C., and Mr. Conor 
Maguire (instructed by Mr. J, L.- Lalor) 
appeared for the appellant and defendant ; 
and Mr. Frederick Denning, K.C., and Mr. 
Maurice Walker (instructed by Mr. Arthur 
T. Eis) for the respondent and plaintiff. 

Mr. Comyn, K.C., concluding his opening 
argument, submitted that the legal position 
under the circumstances was a new tenancy 
at a new rent with an option of abatement. 
He emphasised’ his contention that the notice 
to quit was bad, equivocal and invalid. 

Mr. Denning, K.C., for the respondent, 
submitted that the notice to quit was good 
and unambiguous, and that there had been no 
waiver of the determination of the old tenancy 
by anything that had occurred between the 
parties. There was no intention whatever 
on the part of Mrs, Pile to create a new 
tenancy with Miss Kent, and there was no 
evidence to show that she had done so. It 
was all a question of fact whether the parties 
were ad idem as to the entering ivto a con- 
tract for a new tenancy, and there was no 
evidence to show that they were, When the 
cheque, which was never cashed, reached the 
agent’s office the agent endorsed it and put 
it aside with other documents, and it never 
reached Mrs. Pile at the time. 

Mr, Comyn, K.C., replied in support of 
the appeal, a number of csaes having been 
cited on both sides. 

The arguments having concluded, 
The Chief Justice, giving judgment, said 
that he was of opinion that the notice to 
quit was good and valid, and that there was 
no evidence of anything in the nature of a 
waiver of the notice to quit. He was quite 
satished on the evidence that the notice 
demariding the rent was sent out of the 
agent’s office by the clerk in error, the 
cheque givén by the defendant having never 
been. presented: to the bank and never béen 
cashed. It seemed to him that there was no 
evidence of any revocation. or any re-estab- 
lishment .of a: new tenanoy. between the 
parties, He -was, therefore, of- opinion that 
and Mr.

Mr. Justice Meredith said that he strongly 
agreed with the view of the Master ‘in the 
matter in regard to having a receiver ap- 
pointed, and he would make an order for the 
appointment of the plaintiff as the adminis- 
trator, and let him have the sale of the 
property under the direction of the Court, 
but that in Sydney Parade avenue, with the 
furniture, could be sold forthwith.

SETTLED. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 

un a case of the Irish Associated 
Creameries Co., Ltd., 9 Leinster street, 
Dublin, against the Garyspillane Co-operative 
Creamery, Ltd., of, Knocklong: Co. Limerick, 

Mr. Marnan (instructed by: Messrs. Arthur 
Cox and Co.), on behalf of the — plaintiffs, 
applied ex parte to have a consent: to the 
settlement of the action received and made a 
rule of Court. 

The plaintiffs claimed a declaration that, 
by virtue of an rgreement dated 25th May, 
1927, made between them and the defendants, 
the defendants were not entitled (save as in 
the agreement provided) to sell or dispose 
of any butter made by them otherwise than 
to the plaintiffs, or as the plaintiffs should 
direct; and an injunction restraining the 
defendants during the residue of the term 
of three years mentioned in the agreement 
from selling in any one week to any firm 
or individual trader any amount in excess 
of six c“ ts. of butter made by them. 

Counsel said that the defendants admitted 
in the consent that they had committed a 
breach of the asreement, and they under- 
took not to do so again. The consent pro- 
vided that all further proceedings should he 
stayed, the defendants to pay the costs of 
the plaintiffs when taxed and ascertained, 
and the plaintifis abandoning all claims for 
damages against the defendants for breach 
of the agreement up to the present. 

Mr. Justice Johnston received the consent 
and made it a rule of Court.

This weary 
draggéd aloiig, “While” crafty”, @vasions, 
promises not intended to be kept, and 
conditions that could, on occasion, be 
twisted from their apparent meaning, were 
bandied backward and forward between the’ 
political intrigues of both countries. 

rden of it all was pressing 
heavily on the Ambassador, and as he sat 
in. his study on the late afternoon of 
March 7th, 1623, and noted the twilight 
marshalling its silent shadows in the 
street below, he may well have sighed to 
think that the escape from the cares of 
the day, which evening brought to the 
toiler, was not for him. He certainly 
had enough on hands, but, as someone has 
said, ‘“‘To him that hath shall be given,” 
is true of trouble as well as of worldly 
gear, and Lord Bristol was about to 
experience a verification of it. 

‘tween the hours of five and six o'clock 
on this same March evening, loiterers in 
a nearby street were asked to point out the 
whereabouts of the House of the Seven 
Chimneys by two horsemen, whose mud 
bespattered condition betokened a long 
journey. Their appearance probably 
failed favourably to impress the embassy 
doorkeeper, for his reply to their request 
for an audience was a curt refusal, on the 
grounds that his lordship was occupied, 
and could not see them. But those muddy 
travellers had not adventured so far to be 
put off like that, and Mr. Thomas Smith, 
the elder of the two, made it plain that 
he would take no denial, supporting his 
demand for admission by a story of an 
important letter of which he was the 
hearer. Plain name and plain appearance 
notwithstanding, he evidently felt quite 
sure of himself; for, parleying no longer, 
he pushed in, and, with his companion, 


was presently standing before Lord Bristol 


in his study. 


A ROYAL WOOER. 


Not till the servant had retired did the 
casting aside of cloak and hat reveal to 
the astonished Ambassador that Tom 
Smith and Steenic, Duke of Buckingham, 
were one and the same person, and horror 


was quickly added to surprise when the 


travelling companion proved to be no other 
than the Prince of Wales himself. It was 
a night of anxiety for Lord Bristol, and 
such of my readers as are curious about 
what occurred on the morrow wil] find 
recorded in the story of the time things 
that make strange reading. Festivities 
and celebrations made the pleasure-loving 
folk of Madrid look somewhat lightly on 
the undignified escapade of the heir to the 
English Throne. Everything was done on 
the grand scale, and Charles and the 
Infante exchanged stately courtesies at the 
ceremonial receptions of the Spanish 
Court. 

Try as he might, however, the royal 
wooer could not compass an opportunity to 
whisper a tender sentiment to the lady to 
see whom he had dared so much. At last, 
with the desperation of a lover, he leaped 
the wall of a garden in which he saw her 
walking, and, dashing towards her, was 
dismayed to see her run shrieking into the 
palace. Spain was not behind other 
countries just then in condoning offences 
against morals, or even against life itself, 
but an assault on the rigid formality of 
Court etiquette by this rude sort oí over- 
the-garden-wall gallantry was a scandal 
too great to be tolerated. Matters had not 
been going well, and now they went from 
bad to worse, Buckingham 's insolence in 
no way helping to mend Shein. The 
Prince and his friend were 
understand that the best thing they could 
do would be to-go' home. 

How they returned to England, vowing 
fo have revenge in war, and how Charl-s 
;was speedily consoled with a French wife 
instead of a Spanish one; how Bucking- 
ham swaggered overbearingly till Felton’s 
knife stretched him a corpse by Ports- 
mouth waterside; how Charlgs Stewart's 
playing of the game of kingship was ended 
by the headsman in Whiteha!|—these 
things are familiar to readers of history 
and need not detain us here. 


THE PLANET KING. 


It was a strange old Spain over which 
Philip IV. ruled. That monarch was 
born on Good Friday, 8th ‘April, 1605, at 
Valladolid. On the ólst March, 1621, his 
dying father, Philip III., still a quite 
young man, called his son to his bedside. 
‘*T have sent for you,” he said, “ that you 
may seé how it all ends.” The sixteen- 
year-old boy, who was thus invited to see 
the end in the beginning, needed no such 
solemn injunction to make him picture life 
as a thing of gloom. Even in his young 
manhood, the pale face, despiie its studied 
impassiveness, could not always hide the 
haunting sadness that made this lile a 
tragedy, and the life to come a terror. 
Like many another similarly burthened, he 
sought escape in doubtful pleasures, 
followed by remorse, which, as has been 
paid, made his soul a raging hell. The 
Pjanet King his flatterers called him, and 
on a stage of mighty make-believe he 
postured before a decadent Court, forcing 
himself to affect a gaiety he never felt, and 
seeking, as best he might, to hide even 
from himself his semse of the hollowness 
of everything. 

An incident or two will illustrate how 
life went ón in sixteenth-century Madrid.

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Philip's sixteenth year saw him King oí 
Spain and husband of a daughter of 
Henry IV. of France, more popu- 
larly known as Henry of Navarre. 
The young pair wero present at a bull- 
fight, ‘at which one of the aristocratic 
toreadors was the Count of Villa Mediana, 
Don Juan de Tassis.. He was ugly, over 
forty, and had a caustid tongue. Fer all 
that he was supposed to be an admirer of 
the young Queen, ani, when he rode into 
the arena, the motto that he bore, and 
the ardent glance he directed towards the 
royal box more than supported rumour. 
w Hé.aims well,” remarked the Queen. 
“Ah! but too high,” was the King’s 
significant reply. 

“IT IS DONE.” 


Shortly afterwards, while the Oueen was 
taking part in amateur theatricals in a 
theatre thronged with the rank and file of 


wings, and shrieks from behind the scenes 
showed the Queen to be in danger. The 
confusic: was terrible, and when the 
rescuers, the King among them, rushed to 
her help, it was found that Count 
Mediana had already saved her, and was 
supporting the terrified girl in his arms. 
There were not wanting those who 
whispered that the Count had mm W 
planned the fire, so that he might have the 
happiness and honour of the rescue. His 
reward came on an autunm evening in the 
year 1622. No season of the year is more 
favourable to terder sentiment, and the 
Count, as he lay back im his coach, may 
have peopled the darkness that had 
gathered about the street through which he 
was being driven, with the bright 
creatures of his fancy. 

Certainly it was not one of those airy 
nothings that sprang quickly from a 
gloomy archway, pushed towards the coach 
and discharged into it an arrow from a 
cross-bow, It found its mark in the Count’s 
breast, and he had just time to leap from 
the carriage, draw his sword and exclaim 
‘Tt is done,” before he fell dead. 

Occurrences of this kind were not un- 
common, and it is on record that in the 
space of one fortnight in the year 1641 
there were 110 murders in Madrid, many 
of them of persons of position. Don Juan 
Pacheco, eldest son of the Marquis of 
Cerralbo, wishing to celebrate the re :overy 
from fever of his fiancée, requested Tomas 
lernandez, the actor-manager, to produce 
a new comedy. Tomas, having made other 
arrangements, had to refuse, and puia for 
the refusal with his life. While he was 
walking in the street with other actors, a 
hired bravo stabbed him to death, and Don 
Juan, who was present to see the deed 
done, shouted: ““That is the way to serve 
vurlets.’’ 

But for all these dark doings Madrid 
lived for pleasure. I quote the strictures 
of a contemporary writer on the ways of 
middle-class people :— 

“The smallest hidalgo insists on his 
wife going out in a carriage. Not even a 
carpenter, a seddler or other artisan is 
satisfied but he must be dressed in 
velveteen like a nobleman. He must needs 
wear his sword and his dagger, and have 
a guitar hanging on the walls of his 
shop. 


EXTRAVAGANCE AT COURT. 


The appalling extravagance of the Court 
was gratified without any consideration for 
those fróm whom money was wrung. 
very knowledge of the nearness of disaster 
seemed to urge the reckless crowd to grasp 
the pleasures at hand, no matter how ques- 
tionable that pleasure was. Never was the 
philosophy of ‘‘ to-morrow we die’’ more 
desperately practised. The King, probably 
better aware of the danger than anyone, 
summoned up his Spanish pride to provide 
the mask that was to hide from others 
what he could not conceal from himself. 
It was no secret to him that misery un- 
| relieved made wretched beyond endurance 
| the lives of thousands, of his subjects, and 


that there were parts ofhis capital unfit 
for human habitation. ‘The knowledge 
only goaded him to fly to the company of 
the common . courtesan, and those 
degenerates who found amusement in the 
antics of dwarfs and monstrosities of 
nature. 

' Then, when the muddy draught of his 
pleasures sickened hin, his morbid mind 
turned in remorse to ‘abject grovelling in 
the practice of religion. To one fellow- 
being, and to one only, he bared his sou!) 
in all its murk and self-abasement, and 
that fellow-being was a woman. She was 
the head of a religious house, and, while 
she lived, Philip poured forth to her the 
story of his fears, his doubts, his way- 
| Wardness and-jis sin, returning, unafraid, 
again and again for comfort and for help. 
She never failed him, and when she died 
his world was blank, indeed. He found 
a fascination in spending hours in the 
‘reat mausoleum where lay the coffins of 
hie predecessors, and tortured himself 
with thoughts that men put away from 
them because there is no answer. 

His reign began with his dying father’s 
‘“Vanity of vanities, all is vanity,’’ and 
when his own end came near all he could 
say to the puny five-year-old child who 
was to succeed him was, ‘‘ God make you 
happier than He has made ine.” In his 
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final illness he lost consciousness, but 
just as dawn was proclaiming to the world 
that a new day was begun, his senses came 
back for a moment. Then, quietly and 
without a struggle, he died. It was the 
17th of September, 1665. ‘They dressed 
him in a musk-coloured velvet suit, put 
on his head a beaver hat, laid by his side 
a silver sword, and placed in the folded 
hands a cross of diamonds. Let us, in 
making our estimate of him, bear in mind 
that

Locusts. 


It is seldom in this country that a whole 
side.of the land should be stripped by an 
army of insect occupation, though some 
have seen a band of grasshoppers—our 
nr pobanys oí the locust— settle upon a field 
of crops and-in a few hours leave it with- 
out that which would feed the notoriously 
abstemious eater—the church mouse. In 
the lands of the Mediterranean basin the 
scourge of the locust is a serious menace 
which sometimes occupies the attention of 
governments; and to the les who 
dwell there there is a dreadful sense of 
desolation conveyed by the prophets 
curse: “ What the locusts have left the 
caterpillar shall eat, and what the 
caterpillar has left the palmerworm shall 
eat.” One feels that the palmerworm is a 
veritable Autolyeus among the insects. 
Lately the habits of the locust have been 
carefully investigated in the area which is 
their especial objective—Morocco—and 
there it has been learned that in the 
passage of the horde over a stream 
patriotic locusts deliberately drown them- 
selves to afford stepping-stones for the 
main body; while in the flight over the 
cold summits of the mountain a formation 
like Cgesar’s orb is used; they move in a 
close—almost compact—body, and, as they 
pass, shed the outer ranks as victims of 
the cold, while the army’s centre gets 
across in an atmosphere of sufficient 
warmth for security. In one of his 
‘“ Lettres de mon Moulin’’ M. Alphonse 
Daudet has painted an amazing picture of 
a locust invasion of Algiers which well 
repays the reading. Like a conjuror’s 
cloak they spread in a glitter of bronze 
across the green; the cloak is lifted, and 
presto! the fruits of the earth have dis- 
appeared. 


How to Earn a Living. 


I never knew there were so many ways 
of earning a living until recently, when I 
came across a '“ Dictionary of Occupa- 
tions,’” from which I learnt that, if one 
excepts Prime Ministers, civil servants

“Dale of Birmingham.” 


It is very doubtful if any religious 
leader in the Victorian era received more 
general respect from all shades of puolic 
opinion than Dr. Dale, of Birmingham, 
the centenary of whose birth is being cele- 
brated this week. 

Although Dr. Dale was born in London 
most of his life work was closely boun:l up 
with the City of Birmingham. Ue weit 
to the city in 1847, and remained there 
until his death in 1895. 

Dr. Dale was a man of broad mind, and 
did not believe in members of the mimistrv 
abstaining from public work, apart froin 
their religious duties. He was a member 
of the Birmingham School Board for 
several years, and was a member of the 
Royal Commission on Education set up in 
1885. He was debarred from entering the 
Council, but he had a large influence in 
municipal matters. 

As a preacher, he achieved a wide fame, 
and undertook preaching tours in 
America and Australia. lis books on 
theology drew praise from such leaders of 
thought as Cardinal Newman, Bishop 
Therdd, Bishop Gore and Principal Fair- 
bairn. 

It is now recalled 
the centenary that 
Mr. Joseph Chamberlain resigned 
Mavoralty of Pirmingham to enter 
House of Commons, he was met with tre 
taunt that ‘‘ Mr. Dale had nominated 
him, and the will of Mr. Dale is the will 
of Birmingham.’ Mr. Chamberlain gave

The mists over the Boyne Valley during 
the Jast week have only served to enhance 
the attractions for one who cares for the 
beauty of scenery of a walk along the bank 
of the river towards the estuary and the 
little village of Queensborough. One sets 
out from Drogheda by way of quays of an 
unexpected tidiness; the railway bridge 
sweeps out across the stream, and looks 
strangely low till one sees. above a train 
crawl across it, like a caterpillar along a 
twig. The road winds then past well- 
wooded demesnes, and one has a view of 
undulating fields bearing down to the 


water’s edge beyond the ge-downs. The 
bridve is soon lost to view, and over the 
wastes of the alluvium the sound of ‘tue 
fowler’s gun sets in motion wheeling hosts 
of wild fowl. In the far distance looms 
the Maiden’s Tower on the south side, and 
one guesses the dim ovtline of the sand- 
hills of Bettystown. Presently a _ litile 
colony of houses on the Jeft leaves one 
jealous of their occupants, and one sees a 
leash dogs straining to the woods 
behind. Further lies the village of 
Queensborough and fun fer the long-shore 
fisherman, and from behind the sheltering 
dunes comes the long roar of the sea. All 
the while the scene varies as you walk, now 
clear and glittering under an errant shaft 
of light, now mysterious in the eddying 
whirl of the mist, or standing sad, like a 
lonely head of tarnished grey; but always 
full of a delicate appeal. 


Ghe Curse of Gravel. 


To all civilised people luggage is the 
curse of travel—the ball chained to 
skipping Soot that prevents one from 
dancing gladly to new scenes. It takes 
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the twentieth century to realise how lucky 
the knight was, who, because of the 
primitive customs of his times, travelled 
with nothing more than a spear and a 
trusting heart.

his is proving a wonderful season of 
holly. Im the 
squares it rears its branches braceleted 
with red beads of berries, with a certain 
pride of possession, perhaps the best show 
being in the gardens of the Park. The 
less attractive open spaces are dotted with 
the shrub, its leaves a little duller in 
sheen, it may be, but the berries in- 
corrigibly bright. A visit to the Dargle 
Valley and the Powerscourt estate will 
send you into the midst of a young forest 
of holly bushes in every tint of green, from 
the delicate yellowish younglings to the 
sedate and sober-cloaked ancients. The use 
of this plant for Christmas decorations is 
a survival of very old rites. It is a 
reminiscence of the use of thorn bushes as 
protection for young animals against 
marauding beasts of prey; the fact of the 
leaves having the prickles made this bush 
symbolic of all the protective thorny 


things, while later the berries, which had. 


already earned a reputation as being 
effective against witchcraft, gained a 
further significance, becoming symbolic of 
the earth’s fruits in the coronals worn by 
the participants in harvest rites. 
Gradually it came to be associated with the 
thorn crown of the Cross, ana so it was 
grafted upon the Christmas festival in a 
new sense.

‘Drogheda. 


A friend of mine, having occasion to 
visit Drogheda, has come back with 
4ppreciative accounts of that town. The 
houses and streets, he tells me, are an 
object lesson in cleanliness and gnod 
repair. In spite of the. wet and market 
day it was possible to pass the roads with- 
out undue discomfort, and it was pleasing 
to see that business seemed brisk. Fish 
was plentiful, fresh and cheap, as too, 
curiously, was fruit. During his visit 
municipal elections were in full swing, 
but no excitement marked the day. The 
inhabitants give a particular feeling of 
kindhiness, and he remarked that 2 brown 
eye seemed to be the mark of the towns- 
folk. Drogheda is an admirable centre for 
the sportsman and pedestrian tourist, as 
well as for those who enjoy day excursions 
by motor omnibus. It was, therefore, the 
more remarkable that the hotel acommoda- 
fion was not the most satisfactory— 
rather, indeed, happy-go-lucky. In one 
hotel it was difficult to attract any service 
at all. No weather will prevent the men 
of Drogheda from their old custom of 
sleeping round the tholsel, and, indeed, at 
any convenient street corner all day. It is 
probable that this is a pose carefully 
caleulated to impress the visitor with a 
sense of the hidden powers which let them 
both sleep and prosper, and one rather 
expected to surprise a detachment 
changing guard. 


In Praise of Ireland. 


Many anthologies have been published 
, in praise of England,”’ but an anthology 
in praise of Ireland is something of a 
novelty. During the week-end I had the 
pleasure of glancing through such an 
anthology, which has been compiled by 
Mr. J. M. Flood, who is now District 
Justice in Limerick. Already the author, 
or compiler, of several books about 
lreland—‘‘Ireland: Its Myths and 
Legends,’’ ‘‘ Ireland: Its Saints and 
Scholars,’’ and a little book about touring 
in Ireland—-Mr. Flood has previously 
shown that he is more than usually 
familiar with the literature relating to 
Irish themes and places.

‘In making the 
selection,” Mr. Flood says, “it was my 
aim to include such passages as recom- 
mended themselves by their literary style, 
and were also intrinsically interesting as 
illustrating certain phases of the national 
‘life... . I$ was my hope in collecting 
them that they would appeal to all 
sections of Trishmen who love their 
country, and I was anxious to exclude all 
euch passages or references as might tend 
to revive or perpetuate old enmities and 
rancours, which it were better to allow to 
rest in a neresiul oblivion,”’

The revival of “ Patience’’ is a very happy 
ape. Though, perhaps, Gilbert's satire at 
the expense of the wild craze of sham 
gstheticism dates the work, there is still in 
present-day life sufficient artificiality and 


ffectation, particularly in matters of art, to 
ss lish to : In addition to 


give relish to the dialogue. 
that, however, the work contains some of the 
loveliest music that Sullivan com 
is, for example, that glorious sextette at the 
end of the first act—‘‘ Í hear the soft note 
of the echoing voice '—in which the author 


and composer have surpassed themselves. 


For a sharp contrast there is the Colonel's 


song, “ If you want a receipt for that popular 
mystery, Known to the world as a FE 
Dragoon.” Again there is the duet, “‘Prithee, 
pretty maiden,” fall of the charm of the old

SPLENDID STAGECRAFT. 

The grouping and acting of the chorus were 
splerididly managed and reflected credit not 
alone on the chorus, but on the stagecraft 
of Mr. Fred Payne. 
the Society more than maintained its high 
standard. 

As to the principals, with memories of past 
performances in mind it is not too easy to 
appraise values. Patience is a favourite part 
of Miss May Doyle, and up to a point last 
night she oe ag her accustomed dantiness 
of touch and finish, but she was not too 
happy in her singing—though she improved 
in the second act. 

Alf Gaynor, who played the part of Bun- 
thorne, was excellent in his patter-work, and 
showed extraordinary nimbleness of tongue, 
but was hardly up tothe old standard. At 
the last moment a bereavement to Mr. A. J. 
()’Farrvell caused a change in the cast, and 
Mr. W. Comerford took the part of Colonel 
Calverley, with Mr. P. Delaney as Major 
Murgatroyd, Both did as well as might be 
expected in the circumstances. A decided 
acquisition, however, is Mr. R. McCullagh. 
who, as the Duke of Dunstable, pleased 
everybody with his fine fresh voice.and sense 
of stage presence. Mr. Tom Cranfield was 
the Grosvenor, the idyllic poet. He has a 
very pleasant singing voice, but appeared to 
be nervous. 

Miss Mabel Home as Lady Jane was as 
reliablé as ever, and made spleadid play with 
her song at the opening of the second act. Of the 
other trio of ladies Miss Eva Tomsohn was 
most successful, and her singing was delight- 
fully fresh and satisfying. Tho performance

By adapting to Irish needs the 
methods that have been found successful in 
these countries a beginning has been made 
here by the establishment of the Irish 
Associated Creameries, which, with a turn- 
over of nearly three million pounds yearly, is 
steadily bringing about an improvement of 
the position of Irish creamery butter in cross- 
Channel markets. 

Our proximity to the British market does 
rot render combined marketing any less 
essential, though, ungucstionably, it makes 
unity of action more difficult, inasmuch as it 
makes it easier for non-members of the 
centralised organisation to hold aloof, thus 
weakening its power for good, while 
the necessity for it remains as great aa 
before. Because of the danger of too many 
non*participating creameries, many wir) 
believed in combined pecsering for + Joug 
time doubted the feasibility of establishitg 
it on sound lines. It was not entirely unfor- 
seen that the outside creamery, while injur- 
ing the combination because it had a free 
hand, would at the same time be able to 
allege, as some of them are now alleging, 
that they would lose so many hundreds a 
year if they were members of the marketing 
association, and that such fallacious reason- 
ing would be accepted by many unthinking 
farmers, just as in the past many a farmer 
supporting a proprietary creamery would 
allege that he would ‘lose’ money if he 
supported his own co-operative. Fortunately, 
their fears have not been realised, though it 
must be admitted that even thirty per cent. 
remaining outside constitutes a serious 
danger to the scheme. 

A SOURCE OF WEAKNESS. 
We suffer from the inability of many of 
those concerned in the control of our 
creameries to grasp the principles upon which 
our marketing organisation is being carried 
on. There are still thirty per cent. of the 
creameries, even twenty per cent. of the co- 
operatives, outside the I.A.C., each pursuing 
its own course, content to take the ad- 
vantages of the organisation without incurring 
any risks or expense. It is scarcely necessary 
to say that these creameries, competing wit 


one another and competing with the [.A.C., 


are a source of weakness to all. 

Co-operation properly utilised is capable of 
placing the farmer on equal terms in dealing 
with the huge business organisations that 


exist to-day. Without it he is the party to 
suffer most in every trade depression, be-

let old differences be forgotten. By this 
means it is hoped that Protestantism will 
be strengthened, with the result that a 
blessing would be conferred on future 
generations.

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cause he is least able to defend himself. But 
development can be of a sound and lasting 
kind only when the farmer, small or large, 
is brought intimately into touch with all 
important developments here and in other 
countries, and suspicions and jealousies re- 
moved by wider Raowlediee obtained from 
access to agricultural literature, and greater 
contact with his fellow-farmers and officials 
who are there to help him. 

We cannot have a university or an agri- 
cultural school in every parish, but the prac- 
tical teaching and the results of the laborious 
research of such institutions and of every 
such instittuion tasongnons the world can be 
brought home to the humblest rural worker, 
who has but a fair knowledge of the three 
R's, if only our leading men in every locality 
will bestir themselves and sacrifice a small 
share of their spare time for the good work. 
I believe they will give a eal of the 
assistance necessary if only the creamery 
manager will take the initiative. 

GOOD RELATIONS. 

Emphasising the need for good relations 
with British castomers, he said that recently 
an English engineering firm, employing 
thousands, posted a notice in its works: “ We 
have obtained a large contract from the Irish 
Free State: buy Free State butter, bacon and 
eggs.” Co-operation properly utilised was 
capable of placing the farmer on equal terms 
in dealing with the huge business organisa- 
tions that existed to-day. If there was one 
thing more than another calculated to ensure 
permanence in well-being it was the extension 
of the production facilities in rural areas. 
Creamery managers, being the architects of 
such extension, could, with the help of all 
concerned, confer lasting benefits on the 
country. 

Dr. H. Kennedy, President of the Irish 
Agrvicaltural Organisation Society, said that 
the matter of primary interest in dairying 


was, undoubtedly, winter dairying. y 
was it so qunenally accepted as beyond a 


cussion that winter dairying was impracticable 
in this country ? Let therh compare them- 
selves with the Scandinavian countries or the 
new Baltic States, which sold in the same 
markets as Ireland did, and are supposed to 
possess no advantage in human material or 
cattle population. A cow could only produce 
milk when the proper raw material im the 
shape of food was supplied. That had not 
received sufficient emphasis in this country. 
The Latvian farmer, whose land was snow- 
bound for six months of the year, produced 
extensively during the winter months. while 
the Irish dairies were idle. He felt that an 
essential to a mental awakening was the pee 
duction of an attractively-produced periodical 
on agricultural topics, giving information 
regarding world movements, and circulating 
in every home every Saturday night in 
every parish. Irish Associated Creameries 
was the first step towards putting agri- 
cultural ecreameries in this country on 4 
national basis. | 

The farmer, said Dr. Kennedy, must sink 
his individuality and establish his business 
on a large seal, and do his marketing as 
big business does, so as to give the necessary 
service, establish the necessary goodwill, «lo 
the necessary advertising, and só command 
the necessary respect in the market. 

Mr. Michael Lane said that he approved 
of Dr, Kennedy's suggestion of a weekly 
publication dealing purely with agricultural 
subjects. This organ, however, should be 
financed by the State at first, and after two 
vears’ circulation they could then promote 
debating societies. 

Mr. f. J. Cussen, Secretary, Cork County 
Farmers’ Union, said that co-operation was 
virtually unknown in their country, despite 
the necessity for it as a factor and a fact in 
the life of the nation. The knowledge of 
co-operation might be carried in a sma! 
paper bag, being merely applied locally, and 
ithout a suggestion on national co-opera-

There is timely’ interest in a study 
of the policy of Fascist Italy in 
Northern. Africa, which Mr.. Maxwell 
a. HH. contributes. to the 
Fortnightly Review. Less twenty 
years ago Turkey. held’ sway over the 
Libyan seaboard.’ In 1911 Italy wrested 
from the decaying Moslem the 
territories of Tripolitania and Cirenaica, 
and thus secured control of the Southern 
shores of the Mediterranean from the 
frontier of Tunis to that-of Egypt.

caused by the action of Australia 
Premier in regard to immigration from 
Great Britain. Some days ago Mr. Seullin 
cabled to London requesting His Majesty s 
Government to suspend its scheme of 
assisted passages to Australia on the 
ground that the fall in the price of wool, 
coupled with the poor harvest of wheat, 
had affected the labour market very 
seriously. Mr. Scullin’s cable amounted 
to a declaration that Australia, for the 
moment, at any rate, was unable to absorb 
any more settlers from these islands, and 
the Opposition parties at Canberra are 
united in their view that the Premier has 
made a blunder of the first magnitude. 
The scheme under which British emigrants 
are helped to go to Australia was drawn 
up in 1925 between the British and 
Australian Governments. The latter 
agreed to accept one British settler for 
every £75 of loan money that was spent 
on development works in the Common- 
wealth, and it was expected that under 
this arrangement no fewer than 450,000 
settlers would be absorbed within ten years. 
Last year some 9,000 emigrants from Great 
Britain took advantage of the assisted 
passages. Only the most, suitable persons 
were chosen, and it was hoped that, as 
the scheme became known, the objects ol 
the scheme’s promoters would be fulfilled. 
Now Mr. Scullin has proclaimed publicly 
that. Australia cannot take any more 
Britons. This move is all the more re- 
markable in view of the fact that successive 
Governments in the Commonwealth have 
insisted time and again that a “ White” 
Australia is the aim of every citizen. The 
suggestion now that the Commonwealth 
cannot. absorb 9,000 settlers per annum 
indicates that Australia is in a bad way; 
but the consensus of opinion seems to be 
that Mr. Scullin has exaggerated the 
country’s: condition. In the meanwhile, 
we presume that the British Government 
will respect the Australian Premiecr’s 
wishes. When the settlement scheme starts 
again, however, it will be increasingly 
difficult to persuade the right type of 
emigrant to choose Australia as his home. 


Moving Pictures. 


Many observers must have been puzzled 
last week when they learnt~ that the 
head of a Government which is pledged 
to the compulsory teaching of Irish 
and to other nationalist measures 
of an extreme kind had gone to 
open one of those picture theatres 
which are familiarising young Ireland 
with manners, morals and language 
a l’Americaine. Mr. W. T. Cosgrave, 
however, is not peculiar among men of 
State in his interest in the cinematograph. 
An Australian correspondent of the 
Manchester Guardian reports that the 
recent defeat of the Bruce-Page Govern- 
ment was provoked in large measure by 
a proposal for a tax upon this popular 
amusement. Throughout the Common- 
wealth moving pictures are regarded as 
one of the necessaries of life.. As soon 
as a new area is opened up the village 
that is built is equipped with post-office, 
hotel and picture-house. There may be 
only two cinematograph performances in 
a week, but the hall serves as a meeting 
place for local committees, and even as a 
church. Public announcements are made 
by means of the screen and _ projector. 
‘“ The ‘hall is the centre of the communal 
life of the people.”’. It was proposed by 
the Federal Treasurer of the late Govern- 
mcn;. to. tax the box takings of-.all 
cinematograph theatres. Naturally enough, 
the Opposition made capital of the pro- 
posal, It accused the Government of 
seeking to wring revenue from. the amuse- 
ments.of the children, and the cinemato- 
graph industry flung its power, wealth and 
influence cu’ the side of the Labour Party. 
Clearly, politicians who depend upon the 
favour of the masses will do well to make 
friends with the mammon of the booking 
office.

VATICAN CITY, Monday. 
Work is being pressed forward with 
feverish haste in the Vatican City on the 
preparations for the great event on Thurs- 
day, when the King and Queen of Italy 
are to visit the Roman Pontiff.

A BOGEY LAID.

For some time past there has been 
abroad a feeling of uncertainty regarding 
the payment of rates on electrical under- 
takings recently acquired by the Elec- 
tricity Supply Board. On this important 
economic matter a bill, to be introduced 
in the Dail at an early date, will provide, 
I understand, for the payment of rates 
on all buildings and undertakings 
seguired by the Electricity. Supply Board, 
with the exception of the works at Ardna- 
erusha, the bub of the scheme, and a 
few other cases. 
Recently, in a debate in the Dail, it 
was shown that the Electricity Supply 
Board had taken up the attitude that 
under the existing law they are entitled 
to look on the wndertakings that they 
have acquired, such as the Pidgeon House 
Station, as examnt from. rates by reason 
of it being Government property. 
This misunderstanding arose, I .am 
told. apparently over a loosely-framed 
clause in the Electricity Supply Act of 
1927. The new bill clearly defines the 
position of the Board in the matter of 
the payment of rates, and, it is stated, 
make such premises now under the control 
of the Board liable to the ordinary 
ratings. The bogey regarding the further 
mulcting of Dublin and country | rate- 
payers, if these. properties. were ceclared 
exempt, has now been definitely laid.

Particular attet- 
tion will be given to the Irish-speaking 
districts. 

There is a possibility that this legisla. 
tion will be-1ade* more extensive, and 
thus ensure a larger measure of assist- 
ance for necessitous children in districts 
cther than the Gaeltacht.

The Catholic Bay Scouts are not recognised 
by the Imternational Bureau. Until that 
recognition is forthcoming members of that 
body cannot take part in any world 
jamboree... It will be remembered that the 
Baden-Powell Scouts’ from Ireland playing an 
important part at the jamboree at Arrowe 
Park, Birkenhead, in this year.

HUSBAND'S BODY FOUND 
ON RAILWAY LINE. 


A few hours after the charred body of a 
woman--bearing, it is stated, a revalver 
wound in the breast—had been discovered in 
a blazing bungalow at Hoddesdon, Hertford- 
shite; yesterday, the body of her husband 
was found on the railway line nearby. 

The dead couple were Mr. J. Seabrooke 
and his wife, Mis. Kitty Seabrooke, both 
aged about fifty, who had lived together at 
the bungalow for the last few months. 

REVOLVER AND A PETROL TIN. 

When the bungalow was first found to be 
on fire at 4 a.m. it was thonght that no one 
was inside, and-it was not until the byilding 
was completely burnt’ out that the woman’s 
body was found on a bed, It is stated that 
a six-chambered revolver, one chamber ot 
which had been fired, was found near. the 
hody, and that an empty petrol. tin was 
found in the bungalow. 

A neighbour stated that Mr. and Mrs. Sea- 
brooke were "an ideal pair.” On Sunday 
night they were seen walking arm in arm 
along the road outside the house, apparently 
happy. and contented. 

Mr Donovar, a nuext-door neighbour, said: 
“ Shortly before eleven o'clock last night 
I thought I heard a loud bang coming from 
the direction of the bungalow, but I did net 
pay attention te it at the time, When the 
fire was discovered flames were leaping up’ 
with terrific fierceness, as though petro] or 
else, highly inflammable, was

SAID TO BE PIED WAGTAILS. 


A large crowd assembled again last night 
to gaze at the flock, of smail birds wuich 
roosts on the baie twigs of a tree in Upper 
Sackville street. The toot of the tree was 
suyrounded by citizens making encouraging 
twittering and cheeping noises. The biras 
themselves, to the number of about one 
hundred, remained immobile, solemnly oriented 
towards Nelson’s Pillar. ‘They took no notice 
of a small boy who tossed little bits of bread 
up amongst the branches expectantly. : 

Speculation as to their species was rife, 
most of the crowd insisting that they were 
swallows. This was flatly contradicted by a 
tram-driver, who repeated ‘dogmatically, 
‘Them birds is long-tailed tits.” 

‘‘Whatever they are, they are a sign of 
bad weather,” said a péssimistic old man, 
and the crowd shivered; for an icy wind 
was blowing down the street. 

Our representative imterviewed Mr. C. B.

Mr. Moffat 
said they might continue to roost in Sackville 
street throughout the winter. They have 
been in occupation of thi8 tree about a fort- 
night. It is to be hoped that the police will 
restrain any children who may attempt to 
pelt the birds with stones. It is said that 
this has occurred once or twice already.

Dealing with.the procefs of purification gener- 
ally, he said that it was doubtful if any 
serioug attempt was made to adapt for 
human consumption water from a polluted 
source prior to the introduction of a slow 
sand filter in 1829. Artificial purification 
introduced 100 years ago marked the begin- 
ing of the. present era in waterworks 
engineering, 

r .O’Dwyer then described the different 
methods of purification, and said that 
they would agree that no rigid general 
formula was available whereby the proper 
treatment of water could be determined, 
Each case must be considered on its merits, 
having regard to the cost of land, the cost of 
power, and the cost of chemicals in the dis- 
trict, as well as the quality of the water to 
he treated. The ideal was to find a wate 
which required no treatment. 

SMALL CATCHMENT AREAS. 

Professor Purcell, proposing a. vote of 
thanks to Mr. O'Dwyer for opening the dis- 
cussion, said that the variation of watet 
throughout the year and the small catchment 
areas in this country made purification far 
more difficult than in larger areas. In the 
larger areas across the Channel the catchment 
areas kept a qualified engineer going, but in 
this country the small areas were in many 
cases looked after by a handy man. He said 
that the chlorination idea was becoming more 
in use every day. 

Mr. Matonchy. seconding the motion, re- 
ferred to the upward svsiem of filtration.

Mr. Sefton Cohen, for the Director of 
Public Prosecutions, said that in 1922 Dr. 
Starkie’s namie was removed from the Medical 
Register. When it came to the knowledge 
of the Home Office that a man who call 
himself Major Melville, but whose real name 
was Vilmer, was obtaining heroin on the 
strength of Dr. Starkie’s prescriptions, Dr. 
Starkie was interviewed by Chief Inspector 
Prothero, and given every opportunity of 
examining the prescriptions. He agreed that 
he signed a number of prescriptions and 
queried others ' 

He told the police that he had on different 
occasions given to Melville blenk sheets of 
paper bearing his name, and that Melville 
filled in the body of the prescriptions him- 
self. Later he wrote a letter explaining his 
action. 

This explanation, said counsel, amounted to 
this—that he had been tricked by Vilmer, 
believing that Vilmer had obtained permission 
from Scotland Yard for him to break the 
provisions of an Act of Parliament. That 
was no answer at all, 

The prescriptions were handed to Mr. 
Westall, manager cf a Maidenhead firm of 
chemists, by a man calling himself Major 
Melville, and were signed “ R. Starkie,”’ with 
letters that the chemist took to be M.D. 
The chemist inquired as to R. Starkie’s 
identity, and Major Melville handed him n 
card bearing the name “R, W. Starkie.”’ 
Mr. Westall also took the precaution of teie- 
phoning Mr. Starkie, and, understanding that 
they were in order, dispensed the prescrip- 
tions, and Major Melville took the drugs 
away. Becoming suspicious in Septembor, 
Mr. Westali spoke to his employer, who 
asked Starkie to confirm the signature, and 
subsequently Starkie intimated that it was

The name of the patient in each case was 
Mrs. Melville, Mill Sones, Hurley, and the 
case for the prosectition was that Mrs. Mel- 
ville did not receive all the heroin mentioned 
in the ptescriptions, but that patt of it was 
taken by Melville (or Vilmer). Starkie’s name 
was removed from the Medical Register in 
1922, and the only qualification he now pos- 
sessed was that of a licentiate of midwifery 
in Dublin. It would he alleged he was 
tricked into doing it by Melville, who was e 
man of no occupation, and, therefore, had no 
qualifications, 

Mrs. Melville, whose correct name was 
Mrs. Aldo-Nardi, was now undergoing treat 
ment. at a nursing home.

A TWO HOURS’ HUNT.

After a 
stern chase, however, over the flying fences 
of the racecourse the followers were on good 
terms in when Mullinam was reached, and 
hounds steadied down as the view was 
broken, and hunted away over the Pinkeen 
river in Herbertstown to Nutstown cross- 
roads. Crossing into Caulstown they ran 
hard by Strokestown into Norman’s Grove, 
and probably disturbed an outlier, as hounds 
divided on two lines. Some time was lost 
before they got clear of the demesne on 4 
line that led on by Flathouse into Wood- 
park, but both scent and any light gave out 
near Wearingstown covert, and the pack 
were called off, after a long hunt of two 
hours. 


COUNTY LIMERICK HOUNDS 

Meeting at Patrickswell on November 25th, 
and hounds found at once in Faha, ran slowly to 
Faha House, and lost. They hunted one ot 
a brace from Corneille’s Gorse over the road 
towards Kilgobbin, and, turning to the ‘ett, 
ran slowly to Newborongh, where they 
checked. Going on to Conway’s, they found 
there, and hunted to Faha, through the gorse 
and on by the house to Patrickswell, where 
hounds threw up. They were held on to 
Attyflynn, but failed to pick up the line.

. The first sale was that of Andromeda, a 
Tetrarch mare, covered by Torelore. She 
went to the Tattersalls “age vox at 115 
guineas and IS pr esumably estined for 
‘te Franc Valker 
export to France. Mr. reat one pO 
had a bad sale. The majority of his brood 
mares had to be led out unsold, among them 
the well-remembered sprinter, Devachon, who 
was recognised as the fastest two-year-old of 
her year. She was led out at 5,500 guineas. 

Mr. Walker's foals end yearlings fared 
little better, top price being realised for the 
filly foal by Lighthouse out of Sandy Bank, 
who was taken cheaply enough at 55 guineas 
by Mr. R. J. O'Ryan. aritat, bred in 
Germany and a half-sister to Dawn Wind, 
the dam of the flying Tiffin, was passed out 
unsold at 810 guineas. The twelve-year-old 
mare Lumiuation (half-sister of Jerry M.) 
was submitted, but after the 145 guineas 
mark had been reached she left the ring 
unsold. oa 

Then followed a period of comparative in- 
activity, during which the majority of the 
lots either failed to reach their reserves or 
were sold for very low sums. 

The decline in prices was most marked 
where the brood mares were concerned. For 
instance, only one of Sir Victor Sasgoon's 
four young mares was sold. All are choicely 
bred, but three of them-—Pola N., Tetragal 
and 'Ecu d’Argent—were withdrawn at 700, 
810 and 400 guineas respectively. The one 
that changed hands was La Pucelle, whose 
sire, Roubaix, won close on a score of races 
in India. Her purchase price was only 100 
guineas, at which figure she is very likely to 
prove a bargain to Captain Boyd-Rochfort, 
who purchased her. 

Love Philtre, a mare by Phalaris out of 
Chiffre d’Amour, was responsible for the first 
four-figure bid of the day. Unfortunately, 
however, the bidding, after it had soared up 
to 1,000 guineas, stopped there, and she was 
taken out of the ring unsold. The bidding 
for Igraine, a three-year-old mare by Prince 
Galahad out of Lady Alex, was fairly birsk, 
and she was finally knocked down to the bid 
of Mr. Benson at 550 guineas. Sir Hug 
Nugent, a grandson of the well-known trainer, 
Sir Charles Nugent, bought Trunch cheaply 
enough for 150 guineas, and this four-year-old 

later by King Sol, should make a jumper, 
Nan colt, sired by Heverswood, did not 
change hands, although 690 guineas had beon 
bid for him. 

The proceedings continued very quietly untt 
the draft from the Upavon stables came up. 
This furnished the one excitement in whats 
was generally considered a very dull day. 
The animal concerned was West Wicklow, 
whose Cesarewitch triumph was fresh in 
memory. The bidding began at 1,50 
guineas, and was finally run up to double 
that amount before the five-year-old was 
knocked down to the Hon. G. Lambton. It 
is not to be inferred from this that West 
Wicklow's destination is Stanley House, «nd 
likely enough he was bought on behalf of M. 
Esmond, who has extensive racing interests 
both in England and France. 

Only two of the Primrose Cottage Stud 'ot 
changed hands, these being Orcella and 
Langold, the latter a dual winner this year, 
who went to Mr. Johnstone at 450 guineas. 

The Duke of York Handicap winner of 1923, 
Rob, will probably turn out a judicious 
purchase. Colonel Peacock did not have to 
pay more than 580 guineas to secure pos- 
session of him, and the seven-year-old should 
do well in his new sphere—that of a Goveru- 
ment stallion in the Indian remounts. 
Mandioca, a mare by Pomme de Terre, vas 
led out unsold at 800 guineas; but Lady 
Stedfast fetched 310 guineas to the bid of 
the D.B.A. The well-known stayer, Alacrity, 
was sold cheaply enough to Captain 
Thompson for 700 guineas, and Mr. Hands 
took Arrival at 150 guineas; also Royal Dale 
at, S10 guineas. 

Red Clover, a good winner in Ireland, wus 
led out unsold at 1,250 guineas; but. the 
Tattersall Francais secured Planeta, covered 
by Highborn H., at 00 guineas.

MANSLAUGHTER 
CHARGE DISMISSED, 
——— | 


At Kilmainham District Court, James 
Mackin, employed by Messrs. McCluskey, 
Drogheda, was charged by Superintendent 
Hughes with having recklessly driven a lo 
st ‘ The Thatch,” Drumcondra, on the 28t 
November, whereby he caused the death of 
James Logue and caused bodily harm to 

niel Kilfeather; and, further, that he 
failed to stop when the accident occurred. 

Mr. Basil McGuckin, B.L., instructed by 
Mr. Matthews, solicitor, defended. Mr. John 
Shiel, solicitor, ap d for the next-of-kin 
and St. Joseph's Home for the Blind. 

Superintendent Hughes said that two men, 
yamed Kilfeather and Logue, Kilfeather being 
blind and Logue _half-blind, were walking 
along the road, and the lorry struck the men 
and Logue was killed. 

Dr. Nagle, Mater Hospital, gave evidence 
of the injuries sustained by deceased, which 
were of an extensive nature. The other man, 
Kiifeather, who is totally blind, is still a 
patient in the hospital, and he considered 
that he was out of danger. Miss Bridget 
Markey, Glasnevin, deposed that she was 
cycling to the city at 8 p.m. on the 28th 
November. Near “ The Thatch” she noticed 
a lorry approaching, and then saw two me» 
crossing the road towards the footpath. The 
Jerry did not sound any horn, and witness 
heard a crash and one of the men fell on 
ihe road. The lorry went on, and witness 
shouted after the driver that he had knocked 
someone down. A motor car came up, and 
witness spoke to the driver, who went after 
the lorry. The lorry came back in about ten 
minutes. In reply to Mr. McGuckin, witness 
said it was a foggy night. The men hesitated 
in the middle of the road when the lorry 
was about six yards. away. She thought the 
driver did not hear her when she called to 
him. 

Miss O'Keefe, Glasnevin, who was with the 
last witness, said that she saw the two men 
making for the footpath, and they were in 
the middle of the road. The driver of the 
lorry put on the brakes and then went on. 
Miss Markey, who was with witness, shouted 
at the driver, but he did not hear her, and it 
was some time before he came back. 

Michael Salmon, “bus driver in the service 
of the Dublin United Tramways Company, 
said he heard that an accident had occurred 
just as he came to “ The Thatch.” He saw 
a man lying on the road, and also saw a 
wrry, which was lichted. 

A FOGGY NIGHT. 

Mr. McGuckin pointed out that one of the 
men who were knocked down was totally 
blind and the other was half-blind. The 
night was foggy and the road greasy, but 
there was no suggestion that the lorry was 
travelling fast. e driver said that he saw 
the men walking along the centre of the road, 
and if they had continued on straight he had 
plenty of room to pass them. Just as he 
came up to the men one of them dragged the 
other right out in front of the lo The 
driver may not have pulled up as quickly as 
he might have done after the accident, but 
he momentarily lost his head and drove on 
for a or two hundred yards and then 
siopped. 

The defendant gave evidence, and said that, 
that lorry could not do more than twelve 
miles an hour. He was ten or twelve yards 
from the men when he first saw them. When 
he got about a yard and a half from them 
one of the men grabbed the other and pulled 
him right in front of the lorry. Witness 
then went on about two Muiréi yards, and 
lhen said to the man who was with him: 
“I'll go back and see if that man is hurt.” 
He did not know that the lorry had struck 
the men, but, he thought, the mudguard might, 
have hit them. 

The Justice said that from measurements 
taken the accused appears. to have gone on 
480 yards after the accident, 

Henry Clinton, Drogheda, stated that he 
was on the lorry with the accused man, and 
saw the two men in the middle of the road. 
Une man pulled the other right in front 
of the lorry and was struck with the radiator. 
In reply to Supermtendent Hughes, witness 
said the lorry tilted and he thought the whee] 
had yone over a Man, 

ACCUSED MAN RELEASED. 

It was a very sad case, the Justice said, 
eid people afhicted like the two men knocked 
down, excited everyone’s sympathy. The 
charge aga’nst the accused man was one of 
manslaughter. He did not think that the 
driver could have anticipated such a situation 
as meeting two blind men on a dark and 
logey night. He dismissed the charge cf 
nansiaughter, and also the other charges, and 
ordered the accused man’s release,

CROOKSLING CIVIC GUARDS. 

The Civic Guard station at CROOKSLING., 
Brittas, Co. Dublin, is being closed down this 
week. Several months ago it was rumoured 
that the Crooksling Barracks was to be 
closed, and a petition signed by a large 
uumber of local residents was sent to the 
police authorities requesting that the barracks 
be retained as a Civic Guard station for the 
locality. The present Garda station at Crook- 
sling 1s built on the site of the old R.LC. 
barracks, which was one of the first stations 
to be evacuated by that force and is situated 
800 feet above sea-level, being at the highest 
altitude of any im Ireland, Following the 
Truce the barracks was occupied by Irre- 
guiars, who, however, vacated it in July, 
1922. On that occasion a young soldier of 
the National Army named Doyle was shot 
dead and ihe barracks was afterwards 
destroyed. Some four or five years ago the 
structure was rebuilt and has since been 
occupied by the Civic Guard, It is expected 
that the duty of policing the district will be 
carried out by Guards in the Blessington, 
Yallaght. and Rathcoole areas, which abut on 
the Crooksling district.

Collins’s scheme of financial re-organisation, 
it would, in his opinion, be taking a step 1 
the right direction. Roughly, the net resuit 
would mean the snas so of the City 
Treasurer's department, and ultimately_ tho 
complete amalgamation of the finance depart- 
ments under one head. Under the j 
scheme responsibility would at á Le 
definitely fixed for the audit and accountnacy 
work of ail the departments of the Corpor.i- 
tion, an important step of which audit work 
would inelude test checks made without warn- 
ing and at irregular intervals. 

EFFO OF “ BIG SIX.” 

Perhaps he might be pardoned if he said 
that this reform, amongst others, was the 
direct result of the work of the special Coin 
mittee, sometimes referred to as the “' Big 
Six.” Speaking on behalf of the Special 
Committee, he desived to say that every po- 
commendation made by them was with a 
single object in view, and in the best in- 
terests of civic administration, 

Alderman Byrne supported the motion, 
saying that he sincerely * hoped the re- 
organisation scheme would ‘be for the benelit 
of the city as a whole.

Mr. Collins wanted a 
highiy-paid financial officer from outside~- 
one who could not be found in Ireland 
They had secured a chief financial officer 
among their own officials—a result which 
was a contradiction of the idea put forward 
by Mr. Collins, and a source of profound 
congratulation to the city, for no abler 
financier could be found in the British Isles 
than their own borough treasurer, Mr. Geale.
